the only possible guarantee against 
domestic disorders which may be 
very serious in certain countries. 

Mr. Wilson is absolutely right in 
his diagnosis that the people of the 
world and of the allied nations de- 
mand a league of nations, both as 
a guarantee against repetition of the 
last war and as evidence of good 
faith on the part of their own rul- 
ers.

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THE STATE PARK SOHEME. 

The worst misgivings of the State park scheme fa- 
thered in the Fifty-ninth Missouri Assembly by Repre- 
sentative Frank Farris are confirmed ¢n House bill 648. 
now before the Sixtieth Assembly. All camouflage is 
abandoned in this bill, fathered by the Gamg Depart- 
ment, which Farris controls. Both the Governor and 
the Attorney-General, who share with the Game Com- 
missioner under the present law the responsibility of se- 
lecting and buying the park site, are dropped out of the 
new Dill, which proposes that the Game Commissioner 
alone, a political protege of Farris, shall buy the park, 
for which the appropriation is increased from $50,000 
to $100,100. : 

This is exactly what was expected. It is a contem- 
plated raid upon fhe game protection fund such as no | 
one has hitherto had the audacity to suggest. Nor is it \ 
a matter affecting sportsmen alone. Such a brazen at- 
tempt to put over a real estate deal with funds paid to 
the State by sportsmen for the protection of their sport 
deserves the condemnation of all citizens. The Assem- 
bly should demand that the safeguards originally placed’ 
, around the expenditure of so much of the sportsmen’s 
money be retained. 

Why has the Governor been dropped from the pur- 
chasing board? 

Why has the Attorney-General been dropped from the 
purchasing board? 

Why is the purchasing board, originally three men, 
two of them elective by the people, now to become one 
man, whose appointment was controlled by Representa- 
tive Farris? 

These are fair questions, either in or out of the As- 
sembly. House bill 648 should not pass until these 
questions are settled right.

SIR JOSEPHUS. 
From the Nashville Tennesseean. 
HE Daniels smile appears to have 
won. The history of Mr. Secretary 
Daniels’ rise in the world, during the 
past three years, is one of the marvels 
of naval promotions, With délicate ridi- 
cule did Arthur Guiterman portray his 
model Secretary of Peace three years 
ago. 
He's a kindly innovator 
And his gentleness atones 
For the rudeness of Decatur 
And of John Paul Jones; 
And he wouldn't think of choosing 
A belligerent recrult; 
And we mustn’t go a-crulising, 
And we must not shoot. 
So, in amnity befitting 
A community of nuns, 
We are sitting at our knitting 
On the twelve-inch guns. 


Josephus Daniels, Master of bJErrors, 
said Henry Reuterdahl, quoting the lines 
of Guiterman as his text; and Reuter- 
dahl ought to know. 

Daniels the Incompetent, ‘the small- 
town editor, the unstable Lover of Peace, 
the target of all the satire of Repub- 
licans, Progressives, the National Securi- 
ty League. 

But the Daniels smile never wore off. 
If Daniels was a pacifist, he was a genial 
pacifist. There was nothing sour or 
theoretical about his pacifism; it was an 
easy-going response to his natural in- 
clination. Daniels lacked the love of bat- 
tle that so perfectly distinguished the 
would-be professional militants with 
their universal conscription: and _ the 
world’s greatest navy. Daniels was the 


political appointee of a pacifist; he was 
a pacifist himself. That was enough 
for the World’s Greatest Navy League. 

When the time came to fight, Daniels 
was found at work. His navy became 
the center of admiration for its efficien- 
cy; its war record is the subject of praise 
from the best naval officers in the world. 
There was no doubt that Daniels had 
brought about a wonderful change. The 
change had come from within; he was 
no longer the Secretary of Peace, but a 
great man among men, and he has spok- 
en for the world’s greatest navy. 

This illustrates what doggedness will 
do. The National Security League and 
Daniels’ other enemies are pretty thor- 
oughly discredited. But they enjoy the 
satisfaction of having converted Daniels. 
So thoroughly have they done their work 
that England has become fearful for the 
future British supremacy on the seas. 

It is now announced that thé advocate 
of the world’s greatest navy is to visit 
England; and it is said he will receive 
from the King the highest rank of 
Knight. Sir Josephus he will be on his 
return. His friends will never call him 
that; and his enemiés might ask, did 
England knight him as the World's 
jreatest Seaman, or as the World's 
Greatest Pacifist? 
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MR. ANTWINE’S OPINION. 


a | THINK we are going to have 
much more peace in this country 
when our leading political par- 
ties get more accustomed to sharing 
with one another the responsibilities 
of government,” Mr. Antwine said. 

“Our principal cause for unhappi- 
ness at this time is Republican un- 
accustomedness to Democratic rule. 
Mr. Hard tells us in the current New 
Republic that the administration’s 
one chance of escaping public censure 
for its mistakes is that the Republic- 
ans seem to be equally dissatisfied 
with its sins and virtues. 

“I have had that impression, and 
I believe a good many people have 
had it. It has been strengthened 
by the uproar against the proposed 
league of nations. Notwithstanding 
the nonpartisanship of this move- 
ment up to the time the war gave us 
an opportunity to organize a league 
of nations, opposition to it has taken 
the form of a great clamor among 
Republicans, seemingly because it 
looked as if it might mean something 
politically to the Democratio party. 

“I have an idea the Republicans are 
wrong about that. I don’t think it 
means anything politically to the 
Democratic party, and I don’t believe 
people in this country are thinking of 
it in relation to parties. Mr. Taft, for 
instance, has become so much of a 
lover of his country in this crisis shat 
he has forgotten where he was affil- 
iated politically. 

“However, what is happening and 
has happened throughout the war only 
bears out what I said in the teginning 
about the great parties becoming ac- 
customed to each other in power. The 
Republicans had a sense of proprietor- 
ship that came from ruling too long. 
It has been hard for them to see the 
Democrats steer the country through 
a war, and if the congressional elec- 
tions proved anything last Fall they 
proved a degree of uneasiness among 
ourselves. We were not used to hav- 
ing the Democrats in power during a 
crisis. We had sort of regarded the 
Democrats as capable enough while 
the Republicans occasionally rested 
from the cares of state during quiet, 
but— 

“We are getting to a better politi- 
cal balance, especially in its relation 
to our confidence in one another. The 
Republicans know now that Demo- 
cratic leadership does not necessarily 
mean losing a war. We seem to fight 
under both parties about alike. Of 
course, the Democrats knew the Re- 
publicans could win wars for us. They 
have won several; but the Democrats 
had to prove they could do it. 

“It has been a trying time. and un- | 
easiness in a good many quarters has ‘ 


made us peevish. We will get over it. 
What shall dawn upon us at length is 
that our political parties are perhaps 
about equal in fault as in virtue, some- 
thing our independent voters have 
known all the time.”

French and British observers have 

/been perplexed at the unwillingness 
‘of the opponencs to restrain their 
attacks on the project until after 
‘hearing what President Wilson had 
to say in its support; nor do they un-| 
derstand the basis for the attacks, | 
'gince the proposed Constitution of | 
| the league imposes no burdens upon 
America that are not shared by the! 
rest of the world, and since it aims 
to assure the universal peace of 
'which America always has preached. 

Thoir amazement is natural. Their 

own philosophy of politics permits 
‘the widest latitude in jockeying for 
‘position and putting the other fellow 
‘in a hole, but they set a shurp limit 
to any movement that can threaten 
the good of their respective coun- 
tries. 

Now they see that in America the 
game is carried further, and that one 
party does not -hesitate to attribute 
questionable motives to actions tHat 

are highly inspired, and that there 

‘ig no unwillingness to discolor and 

misrepresent undertakings concern- 

ing which honest differences of opin- | 

ion may exist. : 
Two Questions in Europe. 

In the case of the league of na- 

tions, thé French and British lead- | 
ers feel there are two questions that 
should be asked, namely, will it help 
each country, and is there any dan- 
ger attached to membership which 
| might threaten evil to the policies of | 
| any nation? 
The anewer is unanimous in re-| 
spect to the first of these questions. | 
Full consideration by the best minds, 
lof each country has satisfied the) 
skeptics that much will be gained by)

‘agree that it will go a long way to- 
ward the prevention of war and that 
prospect alone makes the plan seem 
to be not only wise but also ex- 
| pedient. 
Armenia and the Future. 
Over here the thought is scouted) 
‘that, regardless of any restrictions) 
ithat she may impose, the United| 
|States would remain aloof from fu-| 
| ture wars. Such aloofness, it is held, 
/was clearly demonstrated as impos 
sible by the experience of the war 
| that is now closing. Therefore, fol- 
lowing this line of reasoning, it will 
'be better for America to join in an 
‘undertaking to eliminate wars than 
to assume a position she cannot 
maintain, is the view here. 

The foreign observers feel that the 
advantage to the world from a joint 
enterprise against war is so manifest 

as to require no argument to support 

it and to them the concomitant good 
to all nations by the removal of all 
| threat of war is equally obvious. They 
|have looked for a hidden menace to 
America in the plan as submitted to 
'the peace conference, and they can 
find none, even in the speeches of 
_ American Senators which are pub- 
lished in full in the French papers. 
Thus the impression is forced upon 
them that desire to embarass Presi- 
‘dent Wilson and the American mis- 
|sion is present in the tactics of the 
opponents although grounds for em- 
| barassment are lacking. 


_ “How can America be adversely af- 
fected?” they ask in analyzing the 
question of danger to the policies of 
‘a nation tn the league plan. They 

can discover no cause for fears of the 

kind. In the covenant as written 
they can find no implication of the 
\surrender of American sovereignty, 
|of which the opposing Senators talk. 
| Freedom of Action. 

Her freedom of action is not im- 
paired, her right to make war fa 
|not destroyed, and her interests are
